per cent of the growers voting 
favored the check-off program. 
Approval by at least two-thirds 
of those voting was required. 
The vote was 183,124 for 
and 
86,373 against. 
A department spokesman said 
Thursday a decision had 
been 
made to recanvass the votes to 
determ ine what portion of the 
cotton crop was grown by those 
voting for the program. 
The law which authorized the 
referendum provides that the 
plan could be put into effect If 
approved by a simple majority 
of those voting, providing that 
m ajority produced at least two- 
thirds of the cotton grown by 
all those voting. 
The decision to make 
a re ­ 
count of the cotton-volumn ba­ 
sis was made, the spokesman 
said, because of the closeness 
of the vote. 
But an interagency difference 
over the recanvassing task led 
later to a decision by Under­ 
secretary of Agriculture John 
Schnittker that the volume 
of 
production count be made later 
only in event the final official 
count of growers fails to show 
the necessary two-thirds m a­ 
jority.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Wes­ 
ton, HI., was picked today as 
the site for a $37 5-million atom 
sm asher. 
Closing out a competition that 
had involved dozens of commu­ 
nities across the nation seeking 
the 
gigantic enterprise, the 
Atomic Energy Commission an­ 
nounced the choice. 
The 200 • billion • electron- 
volt proton accelerator is pro­ 
jected as the world's most pow­ 
erful, designed to unravel many 
of 
the mysteries 
of 
the 
structure of matter. 
Six sites to which the National 
Academy of Sciences had nar­ 
rowed the choice have been un­ 
der study by the commission 
since last March. 
"All six sites would have been 
suitable locations for this proj­ 
e c t,'’ AEC Chairman Glenn T. 
Seaborg said. "Each proposal 
had many strong points, making 
the selection of one site an ex­ 
trem ely 
difficult 
task. How­ 
ever, 
after weighing all fac­ 
tors 
the 
commission unani­ 
mously 
decided that the Wes­ 
ton site, which is near Chicago 
and also near the Argonne Na­ 
tional Laboratory, is the most 
suitable location for this large 
project .*’ 
Although Congress has author­ 
ized and appropriated money for 
scientific studies of the project, 
construction has not yet been 
authorized. 
The AEC said it will ask for 
$10 million in the budget for fis­ 
cal 1968, beginning next July 1, 
tor initial design work. Funds

construction 
will be re­ 
quested later. 
TTxe great atom sm asher is to 
be the principal installation of a 
National A ccelerator Laborato­ 
ry planned eventually to em­ 
ploy about 2,000 persons. 
Prelim inary estim ates based

Kwangtung province, included 
severe punishment for Portu­ 
guese officials who commanded 
the troops and police. 
The Communists also 
de­ 
manded a pledge that Macao 
police and troops will 
never 
again use guns or clubs against 
Chinese, a pledge that

Portuguese residents 
believe 
virtually elim inates 
effective 
Portuguese control of the col­ 
ony. 
Four Chinese gunboats began

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
DECISION IN THE WRONG HANDS 
The decision in Missouri to perform an abor­ 
tion is not in the hands of the members of the 
medical profession but is lodged in the law 
written by a group 
of elected public officials, 
(some farmers, some lawyers, some business 
men, some professional politicians). 
That is 
wrong. 
The decision should be a medical one. The re­ 
sult of the decision can have a tremendous ef­ 
fect on the physical and psychological well­ 
being of the pregnant woman involved. 
In Missouri we live under many antiquated laws 
written by non-medical zealots who have con­ 
fused medical necessity with their own inter­ 
pretation of the moral values of their day. To­ 
day pregnancy resulting from rape or incest 
must go on to its p i' si ‘al conclusion: 
birth. 
Medical science does not have the right to 
solve the psychological problem of the preg­ 
nant woman. 
She, in the fulfillment of her own 
logic and reason, must resort to the quack, the 
untrained, or the village midwife. 
It is believed that in Italy more than 40,000 
women die each year as a result of about a 
million illegal abortions being performed. These 
figures, coming 
from a country where church 
membership is almost equal to the population 
and where, we l>elieve, church edits are strictly 
obeyed leave us astounded and appalled. 
Closer home we may be even more shocked if 
we could learn of the number of illegal opera­ 
tions performed annually and the number 
of 
deaths following as a result of these operations. 
Theologians of the Dark Ages (and jiolitical 
leaders following their leadership) may have 
been convinced of the validity of their 
con­ 
clusions regarding abortion. Modern, enlighten­ 
ed, civilized man however should no longer let 
the matter be decided by an obsolete law per­ 
haps written 100 years ago. 
The decision is a medical one - not theolo­ 
gical - not political. 
The time has come for 
the medical profession to make all the decisions 
in this field, decisions that may (and 
often

CHRISTMAS IN VIETNAM 
All around the globe prominent persons 
of 
one and another profession are calling for 
a 
“Christmas truce” in Vietnam. Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk has expressed his “ receptive­ 
ness” to the idea, and as we goto press it seems 
probable 
that our men will be given a 48-hour 
break both at Christmas and New Years. 
For an idea of just what that will mean to 
our fighting men, we submit the following per­ 
sonal account of Army Specialist George 
L. 
Dean, of Bossier City, Louisiana, who was 
in 
Vietnam last year on Christmas Day: 
“ The Viet Cong hit us during what was supposed 
to be a cease fire for Christmas. 
The deal 
was they were supposed to lay off during our 
Christmas and we would reciprocate with a cease 
fire on Tet (Vietnamese New Year). We stuck 
with our agreement but they didn’t. 
“ The Viet Cong infiltrated through the village 
for a surprise attack. The first shell hit in the 
e^ntor of the compound where the support ele­ 
ments were stationed. Most of the guys panicked. 
I hit the ground and those of us who could move 
crawled to the containers for our weapons.... 
({Specialist Dean explained that all weapons ex­ 
cept those of the gate guards were locked in 


containers as a precaution against their being 
stolen)...but the guy with the key was downtown. 
WUien we couldn’t get our weapons we 
went 
into a platoon size bunker. 
Boy, if there had 
been a direct hit on us it would have become a 
platoon size grave.” 
Soldier Dean says he know s of 18 men who were 
wounded in the attack, but “ they didn’t tell us 
how' many had been killed.” 
You may safely bet every dollar in your pocket 
that there isn’t a single American soldier in 
Vietnam who wants a Christmas “ cease fire” 
again if it means that any one of his buddies is 
going to pay the price that Soldier Dean and his 
platoon paid. Of course bone-w eary fighting men 
want peace. 
No one wants it more. But they 
W'ant the kind of “ Peace on Earth,” which Christ­ 
mas bespeaks when they may walk unafraid 
among the villagers they defend - not a hazardous 
“ truce” which a Godless enemy breaks at will. 
The fact is our military commanders spoke out 
publicly against any temporary cease fire last 
year. Notwithstanding, the politicians announced 
a “ truce.” If the same politicians want a truce 
this year, we suggest that they bravely fly to 
Vietnam and make an on-the-ground inspection 
tour of the battlefront, unprotected and unafraid, 
during the truce period.

It is for his organization of 
the FBI that J . Edgar Hoover 
deserves the greatest 
credit. 
When he took it over 
as 
a 
young career officer, it 
was 
immediately 
after the Hard­ 
ing administration when 
the 
FBI was ridden with politics. 
William J. Burns had 
been ap­ 
point by Harding as FBI Chief. 
Hoover 
promptly made the 
FBI a career 
service. Up un­ 
til recently it has remained so. 
But 
no man can rem ain 
in 
control 
of the secret files of 
congressman, senators, cabinet 
officers 
and presidents with­ 
out acquiring power beyond that 
compatible with a democracy— 
whether he uses the power or 
not.

Bureau” — the Secret Police 
of Paris - is considered

BATTLE OF 
THE 
BUGS 
The story of the bugging bat­ 
tle 
between 
Hoover 
and 
Bobby 
Kennedy 
goes back to 
the days when young Kennedy 
was attorney 
for Sen. John 
McCellan’s 
rackets 
commit­ 
tee and when both McClellan 


and 
Bobby wanted to establish 
a 
national crim e commission. 
Their idea was a national clear­ 
ing house 
to goud lackadasi- 
cal 
city 
police 
forces and 
improve enforcement coopera­ 
tion between the federal gov­ 
ernment, the cities and 
the 
states. 
Hoover 
was indigant. Such a 
commission, he 
felt, 
would 
supersede 
the FBI, 
would 
duplicate what the FBI was al­ 
ready supixised

His veto killed the commission.

later, 
Hoover 
found himself 
serving — 
at 
least in 
name - under the 
same young man who, as counsel 
for Sen. McClellan, had wanted 
to supersede him.

reappointed FBI director

John F. Kennedy, even before 
Bobby Kennedy was appointed 
Attorney General. President­ 
elect Kennedy announced

intention to reappoint

as FBI Chief and Allen Dulles 
as head of Central Intelligence 
as his first act on the morn­ 
ing after he was elected. The 
Hoover appoinn. ^nt was con­ 
sidered 
shrewd politics. The 
Dulles 
appointment 
was 
countermanded 
after the Bay 
of Pigs fiasco. 
FRICTION AT THE 
TOP 
When Bobby Kennedy 
be­ 
came 
Attorney General on 
Jan. 21, 1961, 
he found him­ 
self 
technically in command 
of a man who had 
already 
blocked his 
pet idea 
of a 
National 
Crime Commission 
against the 
nation’s 100 
top 
racketeers. This was work al­ 
ready entrusted 
to Hoover 
and 
which he felt was being 
adequately handled.

Reuther has propelled himself

introspective,

haired auto union chief is for 
the moment rather brilliantly, 
as will be explained shortly, 
launching a different kind of 
union - a union of the poor, the 
working poor whose number he 
reckons in the tens of millions. 
By doing what comes natural­ 
ly out of the memories of the 
blood tingling hours of his youth 
back in the thirties, “ Walter” 
is planning a latter day Work­ 
ers Alliance. 
It is a logical 
mold. 
The Alliance was the 
phalanx of the poor, the job­ 
less, the militants of the great 
depression society.

They chained themselves to 
lamp posts, toilet bowls (to shut 
down relief centers), and any 
protrusion of public buildings. 
They marched, they shouted, 
they demonstrated, they rioted, 
they tore headquarters apart. 
On any given hungry day they 
could put thousands of roaring 
people into a public square. 
Before prosperity wiped them 
out and drove their leaders into 
comfortable suburban life and 
executive 
suits, 
they 
were 
massed in orderly ranks which 
spilled over onto the theater, lit­ 
erature, art and, oh yes, the 
dance. 
Amongst 
the 
men 
who 
wreaked some order into all 
this 
proletarian gaiety was a 
handsome, eloquent chap soon 
to become one of “Walter’s” 
top lieutenants, Brendan Sex­ 
ton. 
Always 
he worked hard 
for Reuther, especially as edu­ 
cation director of the United 
Auto Workers. 
Now “Walter” has peeled him 
off and sent him back into the 
people’s “ vineyards,” Walter’s 
happiest site of battle. 
Mr. 
Sexton, an 
amiable centurion 
who never has been corrupted by 
comfort now is Director of Edu­ 
cation and Training of the multi­ 
million dollar private Citizen's 
Crusade 
Against 
Poverty 
(CCA P). 
This is described by Reuth- 
er’s own people as Sexton’s 
“biggest job.” He will direct the 
training, at first, of 1,000 field 
workers in a series of 10 weqk 
programs. 
They will be made 
skillful in helping the poor es­ 
tablish “ strong and effective 
local organizations.” 


About 300 of them will be in 
“ community action” They will 
be supported by CCAP for up 
to 21 months. 
They are expected at first to 
work out of CCAP headquarters 
on the East and West Coasts. 
There will be thousands more 
who will go into the field in 
some 
400 selected locations. 
These will increase. Each will 
have a headquarters which will 
send their actionists into the 
slum areas and sleepy hollows 
of the land. 
They will be the new Work­ 
ers Alliance. 


With Walter’s passion behind 
them, and the four million dol­ 
lars he hopes to raise for them, 
they will be a new social move­ 
ment. That is, if they succeed. 
But Walter will try-though it 
takes no Plekhanov to realize 
that there is a difference be­ 
tween the era of the Great So­ 
ciety and the Great Depression. 
But lack of success will not 
spoil things for Walter Reuther.

ju [i t Dean explained that all weapon* ex ­ 
ec pl I no c oi 11 ic gate guards w ere locked in 


containers as a precaution against their being 
stolen)...but the guy with the key was downtown. 
WLien we couldn’t get our weapons we 
went 
into a platoon size bunker. 
Boy, if there had 
been a direct hit on us it would have become a 
platoon size g ra v e ." 
Soldier Dean says he knows of 18 men who w ere 
wounded in the attack, but “ they didn’t tell us 
how many had been killed." 
You may safely bet every dollar in your pocket 
that there isn ’t a single A m erican soldier in 
Vietnam who wants a C h ristm a s “ cease fire " 
again if it m eans that any one of his buddies is 
going to pay the p rice that Soldier Dean and his 
platoon paid.

Reuther Launching New Mass­ 
ive Union of Poor in Image of 
Old W orkers Alliance 
Washington, DX-: •• P res­ 
sured on all sides by his broth­ 
ers - who disagree with each 
other — and by his aides — 
who feud with each other - and 
by his neo-Kennedy political al­ 
lies — who 
constantly 
“ dia­ 
logue" with each other - Walter 
Reuther has propelled himself 
into a new history-making kick 
-c irc a the turbulent thirties. 
The 
introspective, 
rusty- 
haired auto union chief is for 
the moment rather brilliantly, 
as will be explained shortly, 
launching a different kind of 
union — a union of the poor, the 
working poor whose number he 
reckons in the tens of m illions. 
By doing what comes natural­ 
ly out of the memories of the 
blood tingling hours of his youth 
back in Hie thirties, “ W alter" 
is planning a latter day Work­ 
e rs Alliance. 
It Is a logical 
mold. 
The Alliance was the 
phalanx of the poor, the job­ 
less, the militants of the great 
depression society. 
Brother, they were real ac­ 
tivists. 
They chained them selves to 
lamp posts, toilet bowis(toshut 
down relief centers), and any 
protrusion of public buildings. 
They marched, they shouted, 
they demonstrated, they rioted, 
they tore headquarters apart. 
On any given hungry day they 
could put thousands of roaring 
people into a public square. 
Before prosperity wiped them 
out and drove their leaders into 
comfortable suburban life and 
executive 
suits, 
they 
were 
massed in orderly ranks which 
spilled over onto the theater, lit­ 
erature, art and, oh yes, the 
dance. 
Amongst 
the 
men 
who 
wreaked some order into all 
this 
proletarian gaiety was a 
handsome, eloquent chap soon 
to become one of “ W alter's" 
top lieutenants, Brendan Sex­ 
ton. 
Always 
he worked hard 
for Reuther, especially as edu­ 
cation director of the United 
Auto W orkers. 
Now “ W alter" has peeled him 
off and sent him tuck into the 
people's “ vineyards," W alter's 
happiest site of battle. 
Mr. 
Sexton, an 
amiable centurion 
who never has been corrupted by 
comfort now is Director of Edu­ 
cation and Training of the multi­ 
million dollar private Citizen's 
Crusade 
Against 
Poverty 
(CCA P). 
This is described by Reuth- 
e r's own people as Sexton's 
“ biggest job." He will direct the 
training, at first, of 1,000 field 
workers in a series of IO weqk 
program s. 
They will be made 
skillful in helping the poor es- 
tallish “ strong and effective 
local organizations." 


About 300 of them will be in 
“ community action" They will 
be supported by CCAP for up 
to 21 months. 
They are expected at first to 
work out of CCAP headquarters 
on the East and West Coasts. 
There will be thousands more 
who will go into the field in 
some 
400 selected locations. 
These will increase. Each will 
have a headquarters which will 
send their actionists into the 
slum areas and sleepy hollows 
of the land. 
They will be the new Work­ 
ers Alliance. 


With W alter's passion behind 
them, and the four million dol- 
lars he hopes to raise for them, 
they will be a new social move­ 
ment. That is, if they succeed. 
But Walter will try — though It 
takes no Piekhanov to realize 
that there Is a difference be­ 
tween the era of the Great So­ 
ciety and the Great Depression. 
But lack of success will not 
spoil things for Walter Reuther. 
The movement's the thing. And 
the Image, of course. 
Like other national labor lead­ 
ers, 
Walter 
Reuther 
lias a 
mighty serious problem « and 
he has it just when it can do him 
searing harm . His Immense un­ 
ion has been crowded by nouv­ 
eau 
arrivees — young people. 
They are of all races and 
creeds and from all m inorities. ( 
And many of them were not 
quite population statistics when 
the Reuthers were marching to 
stardom . They rem em ber them 
like the kids recall the B arry­ 
m ores. Vaguely. And in profile. 
And they are a seething, rest­ 
less lot. 
Even their older un­ 
ion brethren were not more than 
ten or 15 years of age when 
Reuther siezed those Michigan 
factories. 


And most of them are looking 
forward 
to next year’s auto 
union 
assault 
on the big In­ 
dustry. 
Reuther will need a cheering, 
knowledgeable rank and file. 
He will need a membership be­ 
hind him who will not identify 
him with the $50,000 and $75,- 
OOO a-year labor leaders, and 
marble mansions and lush liv­ 
ing. 
None 
other 
than 
younger 
brother Roy Reuther walked 
right up to him some weeks back 
and told him to start getting 
closer to the rank and file, and 
make more local speeches and 
dedicate more union halls. 
So “ Walter'* is remaking the 
old image - the fire-eating, 
Iconoclast blasting the status 
quo — especially inside labor. 
He'll have legions behind him, 
he hopes, when next summer,

Every so often the forward 
surging purposes of technocra­ 
cy stub and toe and devote them­ 
selves to some pretty old things. 
For example, you can now buy 
a prefabricated plastic hole for 
your cat and/or dog so he/she 
may come/go and you don't 
have to stand there tending the 
door. The material is brightly 
modern, the design is patented, 
and yet there is nothing new. 
The countryside is full of love 
and legend about catholes and 
dogholes, and this might be as 
good a time as any to consider 
some of it. 
We might start

We always had a cathole In 
the end of our henhouse, so the 
current cat could get in and out 
of the gralnroom for the pur­ 
pose of pursuit in respect to 
thieving rats. 
A shingle was

either way, to get in or out. 
All grain chests are* or should 
be, on legs so cats can get 
under them, and ours was thus 
constructed. 
The cathole worked fine and 
we didn’t have too much trouble 
with rats until one time we had 
a Thomas cat who tangled with 
this shingle, and it baffled him 
somewhat.

So you see the success of a 
hole in the wall to oblige do­ 
mestic pets Is fundamentally 
dependent for Its success not 
on the ingenuity of the man who 
forged it, but on the relative 
Intelligence of the beasts. Dogs 
and cats have a way of fouling 
up the idea. 
I remember Mrs. Lula Man­ 
chester, down

street, who was a cat fancier 
and one time had Reuben Mar­ 
tin, the carpenter, come and 
build her a good hole In the door. 
A few days later Mrs. Man­ 
chester called Reuben and said 
the cat had learned to come in 
through the hole all right, but 
that during the previous night 
he had come in and then turned 
out to be not the cat at all, 
but a large and affable skunk 
who was hanging around and 
hanging around. 
Reuben as­

usually

Finally, Section 8 provides: 
Whenever a State or political 
subdivision 
for which deter­ 
minations are in effect under 
section 3 (a) shall enact 
any

1, 1964, such law or ordinance 
shall not be enforced 
unless 
and until 
it shall have been 
finally adjudicated by an action

These then,

provisions of the bills in ques­ 
tion. 
Q. Beginning with Section 3, 
why do you find it objection­ 
able? 
A. Section 3 is objection­ 
able for several reasons. 


First, to become operative,

depends upon a presump­ 
tion that 
is highly question­ 
able — that a literacy require­ 
ment is 
a tool for racial dis­ 
crimination in any 
area 
in 
which 
fewer 
than 
50 per­ 
cent of the adults 
register 
or vote. 


second, once operative, Sec­ 
tion 
3 does not lim it itself 
to striking down discrim ina­ 
tion based on race or color, but 
instead prohibits an affected 
State from imposing any quali­ 
fications 
as 
a prerequisite 
to voting. 
Finally, to rebut the presump­ 
tion 
that 
discrimination 
exists, 
a State must carry the 
burden of proof 
in a 
special 
judicial proceeding. And it is 
interesting 
to note that only 
the Federal District Court of 
the District of Columbia 
has 
jurisdiction to hear the case. 
Q. How many States will be 
affected 
by 
such a presump­ 
tion? 
A . The press reports 
that 
s e v e n 
States, 
Alabama, 
Georgia, M ississippi, Louisia­ 
na, Virginia, South Carolina, 
and Alaska, will be affected by 
this section. 
Q. Why do you call such 
a 
presumption “ questionable” ? 
A. Numerous factors 
can 
account for a low 
registra­ 
tion of voters in a State, or for 
a 
low turnout 
at any given 
election. 
For example, spokesmen for 
the State of Alaska entered a 
protest immediately after the 
provisions 
of the bill 
were 
made 
known, citing 
the ex­ 
tremely 
cold weather of our 
49th State as the most 
im­ 
portant 
cause for a low turn­ 
out 
in the 1964 
Presidential 
election.

WASHINGTON (A P)—A pro- 
gram aimed at full development 
of 125 counties in the Ozark re­ 
gion of Arkansas, 
Oklahoma 
and Missouri still is in the plan­ 
ning stage. 
The program is to be pat­ 
terned after that already in op- 
eration for the Appalachia re­ 
gion. It will be designed to en­ 
courage the economic growth of 
the Ozark area by attracting in- 
dustry, bettering its education­ 
al opportunities, and opening up 
remote 
regions through con­ 
struction of roads to lure- more 
tourifcts. 
The administrative agency in 
charge is the Ozarks Regional 
Development 
Commission,

Right now, McCandless told a 
reporter, the com m ission, with 
a relatively small staff, is en­ 
gaged in the prosaic task of 
“ pulling together all the infor­ 
mation in the region al>out the 
region.”

MARY AUGUSTA ROGERS 
: THIS YEAR Things Are Going 
To Be Different, so if the meet­ 
ing will please come to order, 
we will take up the question 
of hiding Christm as presents. 
Basically, the trouble here is 
caused 
by 
modern housing 
trends and the idea that all 
space should be used, some­ 
how, and not allowed just to sit 
-there peacefully and 
gather 
dust. 
In the good old days, 
when houses were houses and 
not tri-level 
Monterey ranch- 
iype colonials, there was never 
the slightest difficulty 
about 
hiding 
Christmas 
presents. 
Houses seemed made for hid­ 
ing 
things. 
They had base­ 
ments with fruit cellars, and 
pantries, and back stairs, and 
closets hidden away in eaves, 
and 
vast 
attics with narrow 
stained-glass windows at either 
end. 
You could hide anything 
in an attic like that, and 
of 
course children were afraid to 
go up there and 
hunt around 
in the cold and dark where the 
rafters 
creaked 
and ghostly 
sighs came from the blackest 
shadows. 
Anything could be 
hiding in an attic like that and 
. . .but that’s another story. 
These days most of us 
live 
in houses where space is always 
at a premium, and the Christ­ 
mas season poses special prob­ 
lem s. 
They can be 
solved, 
however, with the use of 
a 
little intelligence, wit and in­ 
genuity; deception and 
a con­ 
niving mind are helpful, too. 
There are some parents who 
don't hide Chirstm as presents 
at all. 
They use the 
honor 
system, and report 
excellent 
results. 
(That’s not exactly 
what they do. 
They brag.) 
The children are gathered to­ 
gether and told something along 
these lines; 
"Presents 
are 
being put in the big closet by 
the back door. 
We want you 
all to know this. 
Because we 
trust you.” 
This approach strikes 
many 
children 
as 
being 
sneaky; 
that's one thing wrong with it. 
Another is that it 
won't work 
with children young enough to 
believe in Santa 
Claus, 
and 
they present some of the most 
crucial 
difficulties, present- 
hiding-wise. 
Finally, 
and 
most unfortunately, 
it 
is al­ 
ways other peoples' 
children 
who respond best to the honor 
system . 
Your children 
are 
likely to be more the 
sporty 
type, and you can 
expect one 
to saunter in, whistling a care­ 
free tune, and 
remark, "Oh, 
by the way, I just happened to 
think of something—I 
sure 
hope Pm 
not getting a chem­ 
istry set and a bird book, be­ 
cause what I really want 
is 
a hamster and a 
BB gun.” 
This can be trying, but there 
age advantages, in tne long run, 
to clearing up any existing con­ 
fusion about hearts’ 
desires, 
aiid who wants what. 
You 
wouldn’t want to find yourself 
the position of one 
set of 
parents, whose case is on the 
record. 
Agog at the prospect 
of recording 
Baby’s 
first 
articulate 
Christm as, 
the 
parents had cam era and tape- 
recorder poised and ready for 
the moment that the Christm as 
tree lights went on. 
So Baby 
came in, 
looking 
properly 
rosy-checked and starry-eyed, 
and wearing cute red pajamas; 
he toddled over to a large plush 
bunny, clasped it in his arm s, 
and exclaimed in a sweet, bell- 
like treble, "Oh! 
Just what I 
didn't wantj” 
Some new system , honorable 
or otherwise, 
seem s 
to be 
needed tor the delivery of the 
biggest presents. 
In the rush 
of the Christmas season, most 
ptores try to 
guarantee de­ 
livery on certain 
days, 
and 
oven the most demanding cus­ 
tomer can understand the diffi­ 


culties 
involved and 
realize 
that the actual time of arrival 
can't 
be predicted with 
anK 
more accuracy—all right, 
how come the presents always 
arrive at the one moment when 
the kids are all at home and 
the parents are out? 
There 
must be some planning 
there 
somewhere; it couldn’t be luck, 
not every- time. 
And 
if the 
present 
is too 
large to be wrapped, and must 
be 
carried 
to its destination 
naked as the day it was made, 
real cunning is required— 
"Listen, little boy, when your 
Mom gets home, tell her 
we 
put the bike in the garage. Okay? 
And promise you won’t 
peek. 
It’s a surprise.” 
But even if the parents hap­ 
pen to be at home when the de­ 
livery truck arrives, the situa­ 
tion is not sim ple. One parent 
is needed to lure the 
kids 
away from the front windows ("I 
have an idea! L et's make some 
fudge!” ) 
while the other par­ 
ent decides 
where 
the item 
being 
delivered should 
be 
put. 
("It’s 
all right 
for the 
time 
being 
—I 
covered the 
whole thing with old 
news­ 
papers. Where’s the fudge?” ) 
Unforeseen difficulties always 
develop. 
A 
new bike 
is, 
gloriously, a 
new bike, and it 
is very hard to hide or even 
camouflage successfully; seen 
only as a lumpy shape covered 
with an old blanket and b a rri­ 
caded behind a rack holding the 
summ er 
screens, 
there re ­ 
mains something plainly bikey 
about it. Sometimes, 
the only 
thing to do Is to ask your next 
door neighbors to keep the bike 
for you--and if they are willing, 
even eager, to oblige, 
it prob­ 
ably means that they have been 
at their wits end, 
wondering 
what to do about a pool table 
they have ordered, or a grand 
piano, and now’, suddenly, they 
know. 
And now for a few final con­ 
crete (i.e., heavy-handed) sug­ 
gestions: 
1. 
Know your children. Ask 
yourself 
where 
they 
would 
never thing of looking. Under 
their toothbrushes? In the soap 
dish? 
Some presents 
have 
been successfully hidden in the 
bedroom closets and 
dresser 
drawers of the very children for 
whom they are intended, 
but 
there is risk involved. Chil­ 
dren are not reliable, and just 
because they have not hung up 
or put away their own clothes 
for 357 days doesn't mean that 
they may not take it into their 
heads to do so on the 
358th. 
Which would be Christm as Eve. 
2. 
Know your hiding places. 
Your closet is still your closet, 
even when stuffed to the brim 
with surprises and 
the 
in­ 
terio r light 
thoughtfully 
un­ 
screwed. 
Remember this and 
move 
cautiously, 
especially 
when late to a party and d re ss­ 
ing 
in 
haste--otherw ise you 
may reach for a hat on the top 
shelf, knock over two boxes 
next to it, and find 
that 
a 
jumbo assortm ent 
of Tinker- 
Toys and the pieces of twelve 
jigsaw puzzles are falling like 
a gentle rain from heaven.

Know yourself. 
Remem­ 
ber that the idea is 
not only 
to hide all these things 
with 
the utmost cleverness, but also 
to be able to find them again. 
Are you sure you will rem em ­ 
ber where all the 
presents 
are? If you have guarded against 
the possibility of forgetting by 
making a list, do you 
know 
where you put the list? 
Any­ 
how, you don't need the list to 
know that the most 
expen­ 
sive presents are in the trunk 
in the basement. (Thought for 
a cold winter’s night, 
along 
about two a.m.: 
Where is the 
key to the trunk?) 
But Christmas 
wouldn't 
be 
Christm as without all the old, 
time-honored 
traditions, and 
one of the oldest is that par­ 
ents will try to hide presents, 
and children will try to 
find 
them, 
It’s 
part 
of the 
fun 
of the season, 
and you know 
something funny? 
In the end, 
It really is.

in haste--otherwtse you 
may reach for a hat on the top 
shelf, knock over two boxes 
next to It, and find that

Jumbo assortment 
of Tlnker- 
Toys and the pieces of twelve 
jigsaw puzzles are falling like 
a gentle rain from heaven.

Know yourself. 
Remem­ 
ber that the Idea Is 
not only 
to hide all these things 
wUh 
the utmost cleverness, but also 
to be able to find them again. 
Are you sure you will remem­ 
ber where all the

are? lf you have guarded against
